Washington pitched his tent 
near the dwelling of Jonathan Fell, 
later the John G. Mann farmhouse, 
and General lafayette quartered at 
the house of Thomas Jones.

"The oath of Washington was 
administered upon the terrace in 
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front of the ancient city hall at the 
head of Broad street, by Chancellor 
Livingstone, dressed In h full suit 
of hlark. The Secretary of the Sen­ 
ate held the Bible on a rich cushion 
of crimson velvet. 
The man on 
whom all eye* were flxbrl, stretched 
forth his hand wdth simplicity and 
dignity. The oath administered, the 
Bible was raised and his head 
bowed upon It to kiss the sacred 
volume, 
"The Chancellor then proclaimed 
that It was done, In a full distinct 
voice and In the following word*: 
'Long 
live 
George 
Washington. 
President of the United States!* 
“The silence of thousand* was at 
an end. The air was rent with ac­ 
clamations, b u r s t i n g from the 
hearts and tongues of men who 
felt that the happiness of them­ 
selves. their posterity, and their 
country was secure."
